A Chance for Kentucky. 


Intelligence comes from Berlin that the | 
of Wurtemburg have de- 


clared the adhesion of kingdom to 
the North German Confederation, under 
the leadership of Prussia. One by one the 


of the resolution of the Diet at Frankfort, 
requiring her to disarm, are giving in 
their adhesion to the new confederation 
which owes its existence to the conflict 
between the desires of Prussia and the 
subordinate position she held in the old 
Bund. Bavaria will be the next to fall 
into line, with her enemy of four years ago 
as leader. 

These changes in European politics arc, 
or rather should be, of the greatest im- 
portance to us; we should be in a position 
to grasp whatever advantage the logic ot 
events presents to us. How blind appears 
that policy which prevents Kentucky 
from reaping the harvest of the crop of 
American ideas now ripening in Europe, 
and which we have done as much to sow 
as others. Aiter convincing the mass of 
European population of the advantages 
our country offers, we suffer the more 
energetic States of the Northwest to ap- 
propriate our portion of the fruits, the 
immigrants. Even a threatened change 
in European politics increases the number 
ol those desiring to emigrate; but at the 
present moment France may be on the 
verge of revolution, the Southern States 
of Germany subjected to a power they 
hate, any action may be taken by the 
“powers that be,” and we are powerless to 
profit by the disaffection of the people. 
With our fields, sheps and streets clamor- 
ing mm our ears for the labor which we have 
fot, we blindly trust that the voices which 
reproach us may reach the ears of those 
anxious to leave, but ignorant where to go. 

The ties of affection and life-long asso- 
ciation are the greatest obstacles to emi- 
giatiop. Of no people is this bome-affec- 
tion more characteristic than of the Wur- 
temburgers, whose ancestors in the re 
mote past dwelt in the land they now oc 
cupy—the ancient Swabia or Suevia of 
Tacitus. History teems with the deeds of 
the descendants vo! the ancient Swabiang 
and these heroes live in the memory of 
the people, but their own traditions are 
richer in such records than are the histo- 
rian'’s musty tomes, abounding in heroes 
ot high courage and valorous deeds, 
Scarce an acre of Swabian soil but has its 
legend of some local hero, whose life is 
recorded in the memory of the people. A 
large part of this kingdom is the famous 
Black Forest, the magic loom from which 
comes the marvelous web of German le- 
In the Swabian Alps 
stand the ruins of the family castle of the 
Hohenstaufens, Emperors of Germany in 
the middle ages, while not a day's ride 
distant stands the re-erected castle of the 
Hohenzollerns, Emperors of Germany that 
are to be, perhaps before the snow falls. 
It is Swabia’s proudest boast never to 
have been subjected in time of peace to 
the rule of a foreign power; yet aow 
necessity compels Wurtemburg to avoid 
the tate of Hanover, by submission 
to that power against whose grasping 
ambition she was among the first to pro- 
test in 18v6. 

Wise as this Step may be to prevent 
utter annibitation, the relationship it pro- 
poses between Prussia and Wurtemberg 
can never be acceptable to the people of 
the latter. For many years they have felt 
themselves injured and insulted by the 
Prussians. Through the long catalogue 
of reproaches, from stupidity to barbarity, 
not one has been negiected by Prussian 
writers to wound the self-leve of the 
Swabians. Prussia has been to them what 
is to Kentuckians. 
their wrath and

dislike to the grasping policy of the Prus- | 


sian state and the selfish characteristics of 
the Prussian people. Four yoars ago they 
earnestly strove to break the power that 
threatened their independence, and, failing 
in that, they have since beheld the steady 
increase ol that power more and more 
hateful to them. The treatment Saxony 
bas received has but embittered that 
hatred, and the hard necessity which com 
pelsthem now to this annexation is th 
severest trial their national pride could 
suffer.
